DANGER OF WAR 


The existence of a well-trained Red 
Cross organisatien may, he said, mean 
the saving of thousands of valuable 
lives if we are attacked, and it also 
will serve the nation long after the 
emergency has passed, 

Hie appealed to the farmers for an 
additional 150,000 acres of wheat during 
the coming year, . 

speaking of the new Minimum 
Tillage Order, requiring cultivation of 
25 per cent. of the land, he said :—* I 
must give warning’ that the severest 
penalties will be imposed on anyone 
who refuses or fails to do his duty.’ 

Mr. de Valera said that reports he 
had received left him far from satisfied 
that the reality of the danger the war 
held tor this country was fully recog- 
nised even yet. ‘‘ In modern war,” hie 
said, “the whole of a belligerent’s 
resources, persOnnel and material are 
engaged. Appreciating this, an enemy 
does not confine his efforts to a direct 
attempt to destroy the military forces 
opposed to him. Often he hopes to 
destroy them more effectively by the 
indirect wethod of breaking up and 
throwing imto confusion the vast and 
complicated civil organisation which 
lies behind the military forces, and is 
absolutely necessary for their success. 
This modern ‘ total’ war, this ‘ all in ’ 
attempt to break a people’s will, can 
only be met by an equally thorough 
preparation by way of organisation in 
advance. We have been given a God- 
sent time for this preparation. In the 
past year we have laid the foundations 
and built up the skeleton frame-work 
of the necessary organisation. But 
we have not done enough, and we 


have by no means completed the 
structure. 


FARMERS MUST TILL 
MORE 


Next to these organisations, he went 
on, the most important defence 
measure is to see that the community 
cannot at any time be held to ransom 
through lack of some vital necessity, 
such aa food or fuel: “Last year the 
farmers responded to our appeal to 
grow more wheat, and sowed close on 
half-a million acres, from which we 
calculale we should now get on the 
market some 290,000 tons of dried 
wheat, ready for milling This will, 
nevertbeless, leave us short, and we 
shall have to import some 80,000 tons 
of wheat, the greater part of which 
could have been substituted by wheat 
grown at home. There is no sense in 
importing in times like these any com- 
modity we can produce ourselves. 

For this reason it is essential that 
our farmers sow this coming year a 
further 150,000 acres in addition to the 
amount grown last year—that is, for 
every three acres last year we must 
have at least four this year. We have 
just raised the price of wheat sub- 
stantially to make it more profitable 
for them to do so. 1 hope they will 
not we gs us. To pay the guaran- 
teed fixed price of 45s. per barrel will 
mean a heavy burden on the com- 
munity. It will involve an increased 
price in bread to the consumer, or a 
subsidy running into millions from the 
Exchequer. If we are short of 
human food drastic steps will have 
to be taken here as in other 
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countries to cut down the animal 
population with serious loss to the 
farming community and to the whole 
national economy. 


CRITICAL YEARS 


_ The area under potatoes needs to be 
increased by 50, acres. The mini- 
mum tillage required for all our needs 
is no less than one-quarter of all our 
arable land. The compulsory quota of 
25 per cent. is intended to secure this, 
and I must give warning that the 
severest penalties will be imposed on 
any one who refuses or fails to do his 
duty. Like bread, fuel is a primary 
necessity, and we can rely only upon 
our own resources for its provision— 
1.e., principally upon our bogs. 

this nation is to -urvive in a 
state of independence, the critical 
years that lie immediately ahead all 
our resources and the ehergies of all 
our people must be utilised to the 
utmost.

They 
were followed by over 4,000 members 
of the L.D.F., drawn from Limerick, 
Tipperary and Clare, and presented a 
most impressive spectacle. The Maritime 
Inscription Corps, L.S.F., A.R.P., 
Irish Red Cross, A.F.S. and St. John 
Ambulance Brigade, with the local fire 
fighting services also took part.

Powers. The remnants of Comintern 
influence, as well as the scheming 
European and American Powers, were 
collaborating with Chungking to bar 
Japan’s effort to create her New Order 
in East Asia,—(Reuter.) 


TROOPS STAND-BY 
SINGAPORE, Sunday.—All British 


troops in Singapore were ordered to 
stand-by last night, at a time when all 
military personnel off duty were enjoy- 
ing themselves. Messages were flashed 
on cinema screens instructing troops to 
renort to barracks. 

News ot the cancellation of the leave 
of British troops was published pro- 
minently to-day. tut all the newspapers 
emphasise that the carcellation is 
merely routine and ‘* normal pre- 
cantionary move, iu view of the Pacific 
situation. ”’ 

Further large reinforcements of 
British and Indian troops arrived at 
Rangoon yesterday and to-day. They 
comprised all arms and were well- 
seasoned, many having seen service in 
other theatres of war.—(Reuter.) 

WARM SPRINGS, GEORGIA, Sun- 
day.—President Rocsevelt is returning 
te Washington immediately because 
of the ‘* increasing grave developments 
in the Far East,” says Reuter. 

Whiie at Warm Springs the Presi- 
dent gave an informal address at a 
Thacksgiving Day dinner of the Warm 
Springs Foundation for victims of 
infantile paralysis. In it he said that 
by next Thanksgiving Day “it is 
always — that our boys in mili- 
tary and naval] academies may be fight- 
ing for the defence of these American 
institutions of ours.”

Yesterday’s British communiqué on 
the Libyan campaign is regarded in 
Cairo military circles as ‘‘ distincly hope- 
ful and encouraging.’’ A military spokes- 
man in Cairo described how General 
Rommell concentrated the remains of 
his 15th and 21st Panzer divisions and 
the Italian Ariete armoured division 
and. made a desperate attempt to force 
a way westwards through the corridor 
linking the Tobruk forces with the 
main Imperial troops south-east of 
Tobruk. Field guns and anti-tank guns 
bore the brunt of the attack at the 
beginning and held it until British 
i formations + rushed i 
charged the Axis forces in the flank, 
and prevented them from advancing. 
The whole of the remaining Axis tan 
strength, backed by armoured cars and 
innumerable motor transport, is en- 
gaged in this battle. 

Had the Germans succeeded in break- 
ing through they would have tried to 

netrate into the positions where 

ritish infantry is now at grips with 
the Axis infantry. The charge of the 
British armoured units stabilised the 
battle until dusk on Saturday, and the 
Axis failed to penetrate into the 
infantry’s positions anywhere. A num- 
ber of prisoners from both German 
Panzer divirions has been taken. 

“We are sticking to our objec- 


tive,’ the spokesman went on. 
“We are hunting their tanks 
wherever they are, and until we 


have destroyed the last German tank 
we shall not think of anything else. 
At the moment our only interest is in 
smashing. up their armoured forces, and 
mopping up is of secondary import- 
ance.”’ 


RUNNING FIGHT 


Reuter’s Special Correspondent at the 
Eighth Army’s Battle Headquarters, 
telegraphing on Saturday, stated :— 
Having won the first round of the 
battle for North Africa and linked u 
with the Tobruk garrison. the Fight 
Army is ready for the next big engage- 
ment.. Its prospects are good—Rom- 
mel’s forces are in several groups, with 
their supply gravely threatened. The 
second phase of the main battle is now 
beginning, with British tanks, infantry, 
South African armoured cars, New 
Zealanders and Indians engaging the 
major part of Rommel’s Afrika corps 
in a running fight over a vast area 
south-east of Tobruk. The Germans 
have with them the remains of the 
Italian crack Ariete armoured division. 
This force has been split into several 
groups, and has already lost at least 
half its tanks and several hundred men 
killed and captured. 

The original intention of the Axis 
force was to attack the New Zealanders 


relieving Tobruk in the rear, if possible, 
driving them into Tobruk. or this 
purpose concentrations of tanks, 


mechanised infantry and cyclists were 
left across British routes. When the 
main force reached the 
frontier it turned north, ormed, 
replenished and struck westward 
towards Tobruk to take the New 
Zealanders in the rear. This plan was 
foiled, however, by the speed with 
which British heavy and light armoured 
forces gathered for attack. Concentra- 
tions which the commander of the 
German column left behind were 
quickly engaged by British and South 
African armoured cars, driven north- 
wards towards the sea, while the main 
force making for Tobruk was halted 
by armuured divisions, which on Wed- 
nesday and Thursday—when only com- 
paratively light engagements took 
one lg estroyed a number of German 
anks.

WIDENING THE GAP 


Heavy fighting developed on Friday 
and the Germans' main force is now 
also being pushed northwards, having 
failed to penetrate as far as the New 
Zealanders’ rear. Meanwhile the New 
Zealanders, with British and Polish 
troops from Tobruk, have widened the 
gap in the Axis fortifications around 
Tobruk to between five and six miles, 
It was from positions held by Italians 
that Tobruk was shelled daily for six 
months. On the tian frontier 
Indians and South African armoured 
cars are mopping up one of the con- 
centrations left behind by the Ger- 
mans as a diverting force. The din of 
a fierce artillery battle can be heard. 
Further north along the coast more 
South Africans have joined the forces, 
squeezing the Germans and Italians in 
the central belt.—(Reuter.)

“SAVAGE FIGHTING”

Reuter’s special correspondent with 
the British Eighth Army, telegraphin 
last night, said:—The main battlefiel 
to-day is around Tobruk, where 
General Rommel’s tanks are making a 
determined effort to smash the British 
‘* bridge ’’ between’ the fortress and 
Sidi Rezegh, seventeen miles to the 
south-east.

MR. HUGO FLINN’S 
TRIBUTE 


The work which Irish engineers are 
doing in the emergency was praised by 
Mr. Hugo Flinn, Parliamentary Secre-

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EIGHT SHIPS SUNK 
IN ARCTIC 


TWO CARRYING GERMAN 
TROOPS 


EIGHT German ships have 
been sunk in the Arctic 
and six more badly damaged by 
two British submarines—the 
Tigris and the Trident—operat- 
ing against the rman sea 
lines to Murmansk, the Admir- 
alty announced on Saturday 


last. 

The communiqué giving the news 
stated :— 

‘*His Majesty’s submarines operating 
in Arctic waters have been inflicting 
severe losses on German troop trans- 
)orts and supply ships carrying re- 
inforcements of men and materials to 
the German armies on the Murmansk 
front. 

‘* H.M.S. Tigris (Commander H, F. 
Bone, D.S.0O., D.8.C., R.N.) has sunk 
five enemy ships and seriously damaged 
a sixth by torpedo. One of the attacks 
carried out by H.M.S. Tigris was 
against a heavily escorted convoy of 
three supply ships, and resulted in two 
out of the three supply ships being 
sunk. 

“ H.M.S8. Trident (Commander G. M. 
Sladen, D.S.C., R.N.) has successfully 
attacked seven enemy transport and 
supply ships. Three of these were seen 
to sink and the other four were so 
seriously damaged that their destruc- 
tion is considered probable. An eighth 
enemy vessel was attacked and 
damaged by gunfire. 

““One of the attacks carried out by 
H.M.S. Trident was‘ against a heavily 
escorted convoy of four ships, Two 
hits were made and one vessel 
immediately. Two hours later the 
other vessel was observed to be 
seriously on fire and to be listing 
heavily. 

“It is known that two of the ships 
sunk by H.M.8. Trident were trans- 
ports laden with troops.” 

The German Radio last night denied 
the Admiralty teports of successes 
against German shipping by the British 
submarines Tiger and Trident in the 
Arctic.—(Associated Press.)

(c) A quantity of coal and turf, of 
which the weight of coal, plus half 
the weight of turf, shall not exceed 
74 cwt. 

The ration in the previous two- 
monthly period—namely, September 
and October—was 5 cwt. coal, or 
10 cwt. of turf, or 24 cwt. of coal and 
5 cwt. of turf. 

An arrangement has been made with 
the Dublin coal merchants that the 
amount of coal included in the fuel 
ration for any domestic user in the 
Dublin area is not to exceed two bags 
(24 cwt.), the balance of the ration 
to be made up with turf.

ROSTOV 


VON KLEIST IN 
FLIGHT 


FOLLOWING the re-capture 
of Rostov, vital bulwark of 
the Northern Caucasus, 
yesterday claimed further vic- 
tories. 
General von Bock’s troops, it 
is claimed, have been flung back 
from a town after a four days’ 
battle and ejected from fourteen 
villages, and in the Donetz 
Basin and the Rostov area 
twenty more villages had been 


re-captured from the Germans. 
General von Kleist is reported by 
Pravda to have continued his flight 
from Taganrog to Mariupol on the 
shores of the Sea of Azov, about 109 
miles west of Rostov, where, it was 
stated, the Germans suffered 5,000 
casualties in three days. 
German reports last night said that 
the bitterest fighting was raging in the 
vicinity of Rostov, where the Russians 
were attacking ‘‘in great masses, deep 
wave after wave.” It was claimed 
that the slaughter .was of “' fantastic 
proportions.’’ 


RUSSIAN CLAIMS 


KUIBISHEV, Sunday. — Dispatches 
from the front received here to-day said 
that the Red Army had launched 
counter-attacks after checking a 
powerful German offensive aimed in ‘he 
direction of Stalinogorsk in an effort 
to encircle Moscow from the soath. 
Simultaneously Russian forces had 
opened a counter-offensive in the 
Kalinin direction. 

To-day’s Soviet communiqué says :-— 
**During the night of November 29-30 
our troops fought the enemy on all 
fronts. A few days ago, after violent 
engagements, our troops left the town 
of Tikhvin, about 110 miles south-east 
of Leningrad, on the Leningrad- 
Vologda railway. 

The special announcement on Satur- 
day night giving the news of the 
recapture of Rostov stated:—‘‘A few 
days ago Rostov was occupied by 
German troops in a surprise attack. 
On November 28 units of our troops 
on the Rostov front crossed the Don 
and broke into the southern suburbs 
of Rostov, where street battles took 
place with German troops. Other 
Soviet forces smashed through from the 
north-east into Rostov, which they 
occupied. In the battles for the 
liberation of Rostov from the German 
Fascist invaders we completely annihi- 
lated the army group of General von 
Kleist. The German troops are 
retreating in disorder in the direction 
of Taganrog. Soviet troops are 
} pursuing the enemy.

“On November 29 our Air Force 
destroyed 83 German tanks, 15 ar- 
moured cars, over 650 lorries with 
troops, 12 field guns, 190 wagons 
loaded with shells, five tank trucks of 
petrol, blew up an ammunition train.
